GENERAL MEDICAL COUNCIL 


At the spring meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
General Medical Council Professor J. W. Bigger was co-opted 
a member of the Committee to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Sir Robert Johnstone. 

Following a communication from the Medical Council of 
India the Committee resolved that the diplomas M.D. and 
M.S. of the University of Lucknow, M.S. of the University 
of Madras, and M.D. and M.S. of the University of Patna 
should be recognized for the time being by the Council under 
Section 13 of the Medical Act, 1886, as diplomas a description 
of which it shall be lawful for any practitioner registered in 
the Colonial List to cause to be added to his name in the 


Register. The degrees have been placed on the first schedule 
of the Indian Medical Council Act, 1933, by the Government 
of India. 


The Committee had before it a draft memorandum and 
articles of association of the Morpeth Cottage Hospital in 
support of an application for a licence under the Companies 
Act to be registered without the use of the word “ Limited.” 
The memorandum sought to confer powers on the hospital 
to provide, maintain, and manage a medical school, and the 
Committee decided to represent to the Board of Trade, which 
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had forwarded the application, that these powers did not 
appear to be of practical utility in relation to a hospital of 
only thirteen beds. 

The Ministry of Health had forwarded for the Council's 
observations copies of rules framed by the Central Midwives 
Board under the Midwives Act, 1936, regulating the grant 
by the Board of diplomas in the teaching of midwifery to 
midwives presenting themselves for examination. The Com- 
mittee approved the reply sent by the President that he did 
not anticipate it would desire to make any representations. 


The accounts and balance sheet of the General Medical 
Council which were presented to the Committee showed that 
during 1938 the expenditure of the Council was £10,932, of 
which £3,088 represented fees and expenses of members. The 
members are paid five guineas for each day on which the 
Council meets, together with travelling and hotel allowances. 
The expenses of the English, Scottish, and Irish Branch 
Councils for the year amounted respectively to £6,069, £2.909, 
and £1,495, but the major part of these sums is the contribu- 
tion which each Branch Council makes to the General 
Council’s expenses. 


HOSPITAL EMERGENCY PLANS FOR THE 
NORTH-EAST 


Speaking at Newcastle-upon-Tyne on March 27 Dr. 
Elliot, Minister of Health, told representatives of the 
local authorities and voluntary hospitals of Northumber- 
Jand, Durham, and the North Riding of Yorkshire that 
all the biggest and most efficient hospitals in their region 
were in places liable to attack, and the main object of the 
Government’s scheme for the treatment of air raid casualties 
had therefore been to find base hospitals in rural areas. Plans 
for adding substantially to the present hospital accommodation, 
he said, were under consideration. It had already been 
arranged to put additional beds into all the institutions in 
the safer areas which were capable of becoming base hos- 
pitals, and a number of institutions which were not equipped 
for work of this kind would be adapted and supplied with the 
necessary equipment. The total capacity of the existing 
institutions capable of being used as base hospitals in this 
way could not, however, even after “crowding” with addi- 
tional beds, be regarded as adequate, and extra accommodation 
would therefore be provided by hutments or the use of suit- 
able private houses. Two private houses had already been 
earmarked for inclusion in the emergency hospital scheme— 
Blagdon Hall and Welburn Hall—to which the present inmates 
of the Babies Hospital in Newcastle and the Kirby Moorside 
Hospital for Orthopaedic Children would be removed. 
Arrangements had also been made whereby within twenty-four 
hours 2,500 beds could be made available for casualties in 
Newcastle. Although other towns were not quite so well off, 
all of them had good hospital accommodation, which was 
capable of expansion in an emergency. Extra beds had 
been distributed, transport had been arranged, the Govern- 
ment had ordered drugs and dressings which would shortly be 
distributed to the hospitals, and generally the arrangements 
for the reception of initial casualties in the region were 
satisfactory. 


Sir CHARLES HASTINGS LECTURE 

The Sir Charles Hastings Lecture of the British Medical 
Association will be given by Professor V. H. Mottram, Pro- 
fessor of Physiology in the University of London, in the 
Great Hall of B.M.A. House, Tavistock Square, London, 
W.C.1, on Friday, April 28, at 8.15 p.m. Professor Mottram’s 
subject will be “ Nutrition and the Public Health.” The chair 
will be taken by Dr. Robert Hutchison, President of the Royal 
College of Physicians. The lecture, which is given annually in 
honour of the founder of the Association, is open to the 
public. Members are invited to co-operate in making the 
lecture known to those of their patients who may be interested. 
Admission is by ticket, and application should be made as 
early as possible to the Secretary. 


Assurance for Doctors 


Capital Sum y. Regular Income 


The whole question of monthly income is very important 
to men and women to-day. It is not many years ago that 
most assurance was arranged on a lump-sum basis alone 
—for example, a policy for £1,000 is effected, the assured 
person dies, and his dependants are paid £1,000. To-day 
the income receivable for this invested £1,000 is little 
more than approximately £40 a year—an impossible figure 
upon which to subsist. A policy, therefore, which will in 
addition to every £1,000 lump sum assure an adequate 
income of, say, £200 a year during the critical early years, 
presents a totally different picture in the event of death, 
and it is rarely realized how easily and comparatively 
cheaply this income can be provided. An example prob- 
ably affords the easiest illustration. On the life of a 
person who is aged 30 next birthday“an endowment policy 
for £1,000, payable at 65, would cost £21 14s. 2d. a year ; 
the income provision requires only an additional £7 18s, 
a year for twenty years, assuring an income of £200 up 
to the expiration of twenty years from inception of the 
policy. The value of such a policy to the young man 
lacking substantial capital cannot be overestimated where 
there are dependants. It should be realized that this is 
the first step only, for in any carefully thought out plan 
for adequate provision other considerations arise after 
immediate and substantial cover on this basis has been 
arranged. So far suitable provision has been made against 
premature death ; it now remains to take the second step 
in the programme and arrange for retirement or survival, 
and it is hoped to deal with this in a subsequent note.

Katherine Bishop Harman Prize 


The Council of the British Medical Association is pre- 
pared to consider an award of the Katherine Bishop 
Harman Prize, of the value of £70, in the year 1940. The 
purpose of the prize, founded in 1926, is the encourage- 
ment of study and research directed to the diminution and 
avoidance of the risks to health and life that are apt to 
arise in pregnancy and child-bearing. It will be awarded 
for the best essay submitted in open competition, com- 
petitors being left free to select the work they wish to 
present, provided this falls within the scope of the prize. 
Any medical practitioner registered in the British Empire 
is eligible to compete. Should the Council of the Asso- 
ciation decide that no essay submitted is of sufficient merit 
the prize will not be awarded in 1940, but will be offered 
again in the year next following this decision, and in this 
event the money value of the prize on the occasion in 
question shall be such proportion of the accumulated 
income as the Council shall determine. The decision of 
the Council will be final. 


Each essay must be typewritten or printed in the English 
language, must be distinguished by a motto, and must be 
accompanied by a sealed envelope marked with the same 
motto and enclosing the candidate’s name and address. 
Essays must be forwarded so as to reach the Secretary, to 
whom all inquiries should be addressed, British Medical 
Association House, Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1, not 
later than December 31, 1939, 


Scholarships and Grants in Aid of Scientific Research 


Scholarships 

The Council of the British Medical Association is prepared 
to receive applications for Research Scholarships as 
follows: an Ernest Hart Memorial Scholarship of the 
value of £200 per annum, a Walter Dixon Scholarship of 
the value of £200 per annum, and three Research Scholar- 
ships each of the value of £150 per annum. These scholar- 
ships are given to candidates whom the Science Committee 
of the Association recommends as qualified to undertake 
research in any subject (including State Medicine) relating 
to the causation, prevention, or treatment of disease, 
Preference will be given, other things being, equal, to 
members of the medical profession. Each scholarship is 
tenable for one year from October 1, 1939. A _ scholar 
may be reappointed for not more than two additional 
terms. A scholar is not necessarily required to devote the 
whole of his or her time to the work of research, but may 
hold a junior appointment at a university, medical school, 
or hospital, provided the duties of such appointment do 
not interfere with his or her work as a scholar. 


Grants 


The Council of the British Medical Association is also 
prepared to receive applications for grants for the assist- 
ance of research in the causation, treatment, or prevention 
of disease. Preference will be given, other things being 
equal, to members of the medical profession and to 
applicants who propose as subjects of investigation 
problems directly related to practical medicine. 


Conditions of Award : Applications 


Applications for scholarships and grants must be made 
not later than Saturday, May 6, 1939, on the ‘prescribed 
form, a copy of which will be supplied on application to 
the Secretary of the Association, B.M.A. House, Tavistock 
Square, London, W.C.1. Applicants are required to 
furnish the names of three referees who are competent to 
speak as to their capacity for the research contemplated.

Meetings of Branches and Divisions 


CaLCUTTA BRANCH 


At a clinical meeting of the Calcutta Branch, held at the 
Calcutta School of Tropical Medicine on March 10, with Dr. 
M. N. De in the chair, Dr. J. F. CoLTMAN read a paper on 
three interesting cases, which was illustrated by photographs, 
x-ray films, and microscopical sections. The sections were 
demonstrated by Dr. B. P. Tripepi. The first case was that 
of a man with a deen ulcer in the centre of his tongue, and 
also a deep crater in the centre of the hard palate immediately 
above this. There was a history of treated svnhilis a year 
previously. The diagnosis of these ulcers was discussed, and 
they were eventually shown, after a biopsy, to be tuberculous 
in origin. The man had a symptomless extensive tuberculous 
infiltration of. both lungs. 

The second case was that of an infant with a discharging 
sinus on each side of the neck and an additional swelling on 
the left side. These sinuses were shown to be_ branchial 
fistulae, the right one communicating with the pharynx; the 
swelling on the left was a branchial cyst. The difficulties of 
an extensive dissection to remove these structures in an infant 
18 months old were pointed out. and the cure by destruction 
of the lining epithelium by diathermy in one operation was 
described. There was complete healing of the sinuses six weeks 
after operation. The cosmetic results two and a half years 
later were perfect except for a small dimple in the skin of 
the neck on the left side when the head was extended. - 

The last case was that of a man with two ulcers cn his face— 
One on the right side of the forehead and the other over the 
left zvygoma. One of the ulcers had appeared seven years 
previously and had been treated by skin specialists in Scotland 
and the East without lasting benefit. The second ulcer was of 
recent and very rapid growth. Sections showed them both 
to be epidermoid carcinomas. The questicn as to whether 
they were both primary growths was discussed ; and Professor 
M. N. De mentioned a similar case in his exnerience of two 
apparently primary skin carcinomata existing at the same time. 

Dr. B. N. BHapuri and Dr. B. B. SaHA took fart in the 
discussions. 

DELHI BRANCH 


A meeting of the Delhi Branch was held at the Irwin Hospital, 
New Delhi, on December 8, 1938, with Dr. RUTH YOUNG in 
the chair. Lieutenant-Colonel R. H. Canby, I.M.S., and 
Captain M. H. Suan, I.M.S., showed six cases in the wards, 
three medical and three surgical. Many members took part 
in discussing these cases. A special meeting followed, at 
which Dr. YouNG described her experiences as a representative 
of the Branch to the Annual Meeting of the British Medical 
Association at Plymouth in 1938. She praised the spirit and 
atmosphere that prevailed there, but deplored that India did 
not figure prominently in the deliberations.
